1 . I am an inventor in both of the above-captioned application and U.S. 
Patent 7,156,970. 

2. In the above-captioned application, claims 3, 9, 10-12, 15-17, 23 and 
24 were rejected under 35 USC §1 03(a) based upon U.S. Patent 7,156,970. 

3. The above-captioned application, and specifically, claims 3, 9, 10-12, 
15-17, 23, and 24 of the above-captioned patent application, at the time that the 
subject matter of these claims was made, was owned by, or subject to an obligation 
of assignment to, the Palo Alto Research Corporation (herein "PARC"). 
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4. The present application is assigned to Palo Alto Research Center, 
Inc., as evidenced by an Assignment recorded on December 3, 2003 at Reel/Frame 
Nos. 014772/0020. 

5. U.S. Patent 7,156,970 was initially assigned to Palo Alto Research 
Center, Inc., as evidenced by an Assignment recorded on June 12, 2003 at 
Reell/Frame Nos. 014175/0010. The '970 patent was then assigned to Xerox 
Corporation as evidenced by an Assignment recorded on January 20, 2004 at 
Reel/Frame Nos. 014940/0724. 

6. Palo Alto Research Center, Inc., is a wholly owned subsidiary of Xerox 
Corporation. Therefore, the present application and the '970 patent are owned by 
the "same party."
